the prior art do not teach a digital convergent recorder having a combination of 
tuners, an AD converter , a first encoder, a storage medium, picture decoders and 
second encoder for receiving the digital broadcast data from the tuners and moving 
picture data from an analog AV signal and processing the digital broadcast data and 
moving picture data into a different compression ratio that is suitable for Internet 
transmission as specified in claim 1 .
